The Old Town Speaks 
The fifth grades of Hope, Arkan- 


sas went on a visit to th<j Histori- 
cal spots of Washington, Arkansas, 
The fifth and sixth grades and 
their teacher, Miss Mary Margaret 
Hayncs of Washington, were our 
guides during the trip. 


Our tour started at the Old Court 


House which was built In 1874 after 
the Civil War. It is now used as 
the Washington School. 


We then walked about five blocks 


o where we make our next stop at 
he old Magnolia Tree, which is 
he oldest Magnolia Tree in the 
world. It is-sixty five feet high, 
hrce feet from the base it is eleven 
and one half feet around. It will 
ake 
fourteen 
boys shoulder 
to 


shoulder to go around the Mag- 
lolia Tree. 


Down the road from the Magnolia 


Tree we visited Miss Mary Call's 
lome. We did not go into Miss 
-all's home because of her bud 
icalth. This house was built in 
1820, the first two story structure 
built in Arkansas. There is a porch 
over the front top of the house, 
the banister was hand carved by 
many Negro slaves. 


We then went to tne Bowie Knife 


Marker, this is the story of the 
Bowie Knife, which was first made 
in 1831: 


On the very spot where the mark- 


er is now, the old blacksmith shop 
where James Black made his mar- 
velous kntte, it was the hardest 
metal ever made. Col James Bowie 
gave Mr. Black a design for the 
knife. He made one of this 'design 
then one of his own design. When 
he finished they had to pass his 
standards. These are the standards 
that he could rara it through a 
silver dollar without turning the

In the 
room to the right is where August- j 
us Garland was married. The room 
to the left was Nancy's bed room, ' 
in it was a high postered bed, an ] 
old wardrobe chest. 


We are now on the bus going-: 


to the W. H. Etter home, as we] 
got off the bus we could see o/'-jll 
of the oldest pin oak trees, it is 
over two hundred years old. You 
may also sec the house where 
James Black died. Mr. W. H. Et- 
ter i, came from Pittsburg, Pa., 
with a printing press and began 
his paper the "Washington Tele- 
graph" when he died his son took 
over the paper, just before World 
War II, The "Washington Tele- 
graph" was the oldest weekly news- 
paper west of the Mississippi. Coftj 
federate money was displayed in' 
the bedroom, there was a high 
poster bed with an old bedspread 
on it. There were also two beauti- 
ful china dolls. 


As you walk into the Trible home 


there is a large Coo Coo clock. 
In the dining room was a set ot 
silver made by a blacksmith o£l 
Washington, the people used silverl 
dollars to have the silver made.| 
The stiring spoons were worn dowii 


ate uniform, 
two purses which 


were carried during the Civil War. 
Also a blanket made for the soldi- 
ers, it is about 150 years old. 


There is an old Confederate five 


dollar bill donated to them by 
Mayor John L. Wilson, Jr. We see 
now an old wedding stocken, mourn 
ing,hat and cape, and a little pin 
made of human hair, given to all 
the children of a large family.
